LANGUAGE ON ROLE OF SYG WITHOUT SOVIET BRACKETED AMENDMENTS. 

RATHER THAN LOSE GRACIOUSLY. SOVIET DEPREP OVINNIKOV OPTED 
FOR INFURIATING THE MUCH RESPECTED CHAIRMAN, NIGERIAN AMB 
OGBU, WHO THREATENED TO FORWARD REPORT TO GA SAYING 
PEACEKEEPING COMITE UNABLE TO MAKE PROGRESS BECAUSE OF SOVIET 
DETERMINATION TO WRECK ITS WORK. 

PRIOR TO MEETING, US DEL DECIDED TO PRESS TO HEAD 
QUESTION OF ITS RIGHT TO PRESENT LANGUAGE UNENCUMBERED 
BY OBFUSCATING AMENDMENTS, AND REQUESTED SUPPORT OF MOST 
OTHER MEMBERS SO CLEAR CONSENSUS WOULD BE APPARENT. AFTER 
US EXPLAINED ITS POSITION IN DETAIL IN MEETING, OVINNIKOV 
REPLIED US-PROPOSED GUIDELINE WAS OUTSIDE SCOPE OF COMITE'S 
MANDATE FOR DRAFT GUIDELINES STRICTLY LIMITED CONSIDERATION 
TO "PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS UNDER AUTHORITY OF SC." US 
POSITION WAS GIVEN STRONG AND ARTICULATE SUPPORT BY ARGENTINA, 

BRAZIL, UK AND FRANCE. OVINNIKOV HAMMERED HARDER AT SUPPOSED 
IRREGULARITY OF US PROPOSAL UNTIL OGBU, FINALLY OUT OF 
PATIENCE, SAID HE WOULD NOT ACCEPT RIGHT OF ANY DEL 
UNILATERALLY TO ARROGATE TO ITSELF DECISION ON WHAT PROPOSALS 
WERE PERMISSIBLE, RULED OVINNIKOV OUT OF ORDER, AND 
DECIDED US PROPOSAL WAS TO BE INCLUDED, AS MADE, IN DRAFT 
GUIDELINES. INFURIATED, OVINNIKOV WARNED THAT NO PROGRESS 
WOULD BE ACHIEVED IF SOVIET VIEWS NOT TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT, 

AND OGBUT RETORTED THAT IF SOVIET REP WAS DETERMINED TO 
WRECK COMITE S WORK THAT FACT WOULD BE REPORTED TO GA. 

ONLY OTHER BUSINESS WAS INTRODUCTION OF NON-ALIGNED WORKING 
PAPER ON ART. 29 COMITE BY INDIAN REP, WHOSE EXPLANATION OF 
WHY NON-ALIGNED FAVORED OPTIONAL, CONSULTATIVE BODY WAS REMARKABLY 
SIMILAR TO USG REASONING. (CONFIDENTIAL-OURTEL 1817) 

UN CENTER FOR TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

CHEF DE CABINET DESIGNATE AHMED INDICATED TO MIN-COUNS THAT 
NONE OF INDIVIDUALS PREVIOUSLY SUGGESTED FOR DIRECTORSHIP OF 
UN CENTER FOR TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS WAS QUALIFIED FOR 
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POST OR RECEIVING SERIOUS CONSIDERATION AT THIS TIME. HE 
INDICATED SYG HAD BEEN IMPRESSED BY TANZANIAN MINISTER AL 
NOOR KASSUM, CHAIRMAN OF GROUP OF HIGH LEVEL EXPERTS ON 
RESTRUCTURING UN SYSTEM, AND AHMED FELT SYG WOULD BE PREPARED TO

NAMIBIA IN SECURITY COUNCIL- 

BOTH BRITISH AND FRENCH PREPARED DRAFT SC RESES ON NAMIBIA 
WHICH THEY SHARED WITH EACH OTHER AND WITH USUN. BRITISH 
INDICATED THEY HAD IN MIND GIVING THEIR TEXT TO SALIM 
(TANZANIA) AS SOMETHING HE MIGHT BE WILLING TO RUN WITH, 

AND WOULD BE INCLINED GO PUBLIC IF SALIM COUNSELED THAT WAS 
BEST COURSE. FRENCH ARGUED THAT UK TEXT DID NOT GO FAR ENOUGH

GROUP'S MAY 29 MEETING WAS INCONCLUSIVE, USUN LEARNED.
